THE DEATH-BED. 
EXTRAORDINARY TORTURB AND SUPERHUMAN 
FORTITUDE.

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 1.—When the re- 
porters left Senator Morton’s residence at 5 
o’clock this morning it was with the belief that 
be could not possibly last more than three or 
four hours,—that he must die before 10 o’clock. 
This his physician, Dr. Thompson, firmly be- 
lieved, and so informed the family and all in- 
mquirers. The Senator: himself had given up 
all hopes of recovery yesterday afternoon, but 
still his indomitable will and marvelous vitality 
kept him alive during the night when it seemed 
he must die trom e®haustion and suffering. At 
6 o'clock the physician and family retired for a 
a short rest, so much needed after a night’s 
weary watching. In a few minutes the Senator 

SEEMED TO BE LIFELESS. 
There was no one in the room but a watcher, } 
and a friend who had called to ask concerning 
his condition at the time, and they forced brandy 
down his throat to revive him. It had the de- 
sired effect, and he was aroused to conscious- 
ness again. At this time he was entirely with- 
out pulse, and his extremities cold. During the 
night the hiccoughing which had so distressed 
the Senator left him, and, for a time, he was 
free from the racking torture it caused, 
but in ube morning it returned, and was a fea- 
ture of his condition until death. At about 9 
o’clock the watchers were again startled to no- 
tice that the Senator had apparently died; but 
again stimulants were used, and he revived. 
He remained so long iu a comatose state that 
THE REPORT BECAME CURRENT 

on the streets, apparently by authoritv, that 
dissolution had actually taken place, and the 
news of bis death was telegrapbed all over the 
country by the Associated Press. Ip a few min- 
utes came telegrams from all points inauiring 
as to the truth of the report, and filled 


row. At various places in the State public and 
Bar meetings were called, and appropriate action 
taken. No event since the death of Lincoln has 
cast such a gloom over the entire State. In the 
city there was a painfully-evident depression, 
and the bulletin-boards were eagerly scanned 
for the latest information from the bedside. 
THE SCENE IN THE SICK-ROOM 
at noon was deeply affecting. The dying Sena- 
tor was propped up in bed in a nalf-sitting, half- 
lying posture, fresh pillowsand wraps being sup- 
plied every few minutes. Mrs. Morton sat at his 
right, with her husband’s hand in hers. As she 
pressed its cold surface she knew that death, 
too, was clasping the fingers. All pulsation had 
ceased, and it was only the enormous vitality of 
the patient’s system that kept alive the dying 
spark of life. The heart beat feebly, and kept 
up the circulation in the upper portion of the 
body. It lacked the force necessary to propel 
the blood current to the extremities, and 
THE DAMP OF DEATH 

was then upon at least half of his body. This 
the wife realized as she sat with her head bowed 
upon the counterpane, listening to the heavy 
and quick respiration of the one who was dear- 
est to ber on earth. His breathing was not 
stertorous, save when the phlegm accumulated 
in the throat, and it was onlv during his mo- 
ments of consciousness that he was troubled in 
this way. Walter and Oliver, the Senator’s two 


mother, and were unconscious of their sur- 
roundings, remaining silent and wrapped in 


grici. 

THE SOLEMN SCENE 
was not disturbed bya loud word, and the 
grief-stricken wife and children were left to the 
boly thoughts of the hour. It would be sacri- 
lege to interrupt them, and this sentiment 
governed the actions of the sad-eved little knot 
of mourners gathered about the other side of 
the sick-bed and around the room. The talk 
was carried on in the language of the eyes, and, 
save for an occasional whispered direction to 
the nurses orasoft-breathed inquiry of the 
physicians, the silence was unbroken. Mrs. 
Kitchen, Mrs. Anna Baggs, Miss Laura Ream, 
and Mrs. Gertrude Fletcher were the ladies 
present, besides Mrs. Morton and the nurses. 

SEVERAL MINISTERS 
were grouped about the bedside, among them 
the Rev. J. H. Bayless, the Rev. Dr. Henry Ray. 
the Rev. T. A. Lynch, the Rev. W. A. Bartlett, 
and the venerable Prof. Hoshour. Prof. Hosh- 
our was Mrs. Morton’s old pastor in days long 
gone by, and the Senator's preceptor. When 
he entered the room Mrs. Morton, as though 
recognizing a familiar presence, looked up. The 
old friend advanced, and the clasp of hands that 
followed expressed more than is within the 
power of language to portray. They remained 
in this attitude for some time, and, as the Pro- 
fessor retired to another part of the room, 

NOT A DRY BYE COULD BE SEEN, 

and only an occasional sob broke the stillness. 


scene, or the flood of recollections it arodsed in 
every soul. Dr. Kitchens, who attended the 
dying man, said that Senator Morton was 
suffering intense pain, and that, though the 
effects might in a degree be neutralized by the 
chloroform, it was plain that he endured dread- 
ful agony. Death heralded its slow approach 
upon the seat of vitality by inflicting untold 
torture. The agony experienced was the 
actual disintegration of the atoms that 
help to make up animal life—a dissolu- 
tion of, particles which is but a 
certain precurstr of decomposition and death, a 
separation of the soul from the body. Strong 
constitutions carry with them the power to en- 
dure pain that 
SEEMS GREATER THAN MORTALS CAN BEAR, 

and it frequently occurs that they are callea 
upon to endure to the uttermost limit. The 
Senator's case is just such an one. The lines of 
his face were drawn and pinched. He suffered 
in silence, and retained enough consciousness to 
indicate his wishes. The situation remained un- 
changed during the Aternoon, save that the 


Senator grew visibly weaker, and bis 
sufferings more intense. Chloroform 
was administered freely, but without 


producing unconsciousness, and only partially 
removing the pain. Shortly after 4 o’clock it 
became apparent that the supreme hour had 
arrived. The Senator was so feeble that he was 
unable to remain in the half-sitting posture he 
had retained in the past two or tbree days, and 
gradually sank to the bed, and, 

WHEN HE DIED, 
he was lying prone on his back. ‘There were 
gathered about him his wife and two sons, Col. 
Holloway and wife and son, Mrs. Gill. Mrs. 
Scott, and Goy. Burbank. There were also 
present the nurses and the Rev. 
Dr. Day. At about 4:45 the 
Senator was in great pain in the chest and 


‘stomach, and was sinking rapidly. He said, as 


he moved his right hand over his stomach and 
chest: I am dying.“ His sister-in law, Mrs. 
Holloway (Mrs. Morton’s sister), was fanning 
him at the time, and said audibly: “ Oliver, 
you are not afraid to die!” He replied by a 
shake of his head from side to side of his pillow, 
meaning : 
‘*wO, 1 AM Nor.“ 

Soon after, his son Walter, who was standing 
by his bedside with his brother Oliver and Mrs. 
Morton, clasped his hand and said: ‘ Father, 
father, do you know us?” He roused, made an 
effort to speak, and nodded that he knew them, 
receiving their kisses with evident satisfaction. 
Other members of the family were in like man- 
ner recognized. At this time he began to fail 
more rapidly. He was’ still moving his right 
hand over his stomach and chest, and occasion- 
ally changing the position of his head. Dr. 
Thompson bent over him, and in a kindly tone 
said: Be calm, Governor, be calm,“ adding, as 
he tanned his face, Gov. Morton is not afraid 
to die? The Governor clasped the Doctor's 
hand and said: 

‘“*] aM DYING; I AM WORN OUT.” 
These were his last words, uttered a little after 
5 o’clock. He ceased to move, his breath 
gradually shortened, and at twenty-eight min- 
utes alter 5 o’clock p. m., Nov. 1, 1877, without 
a groan or a struggie, Senator Morton peace- 
fully died. The only indication of death was a 
slight dropping of the under jaw, and Dr. 
Thompson was compelled to make an examina- 
tion of several minutes to determiue the fact 
that the great statesman no longer existed. In 
the house were a number uf friends, and the 
news of the Senator’s decease was known in all 
quarters of tbe city within a very few minutes. 

DEAD. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

InpIanaPo is, Ind., Nov. 1.—Senator Morton 
died at 5:28 p. m. The frequent bulletins of 
to-~lay render it unnecessary to recount his suf- 
ferings and the measures employed to alleviate 
them. About noon Mrs. Morton and her sons, 
by her request, were left alone with the Senator 
for about au hour. Wha¥ passed between them 
is not for us to inquire. Before 5 o’ciock it be 
came evident he had entered upon his 
last hour on earth. He had rested the 
greater portion of the day m a half- 
lying and half-sitting position. As he 
grew weaker, the supporting pillows were with- 
drawn so that he lay prone upon the bed. 

A DEBP SILENCE 
now pervaded the room, and remained unbroken 
except bv an occasional question to the dying 
man. Oncr, when the Senator exclaimed 1 


am dying,“ his sister-in-law, Mrs. Holloway, in- 


quired, Lou are not afraid to die. Oliver!“ 
He indicated no by shaking his head. Soon 
after a similar exclamation, a question and 
answer passed between him and Dr. Thomp- 
son. At ten minutes past 5 o’clock he exclaimed 
“T am dying. I am worn out,” and 
these were his last words. From this on it was 
difficult to discover that life remained. On the 
Doctor's announcement, “He is going,“ the 
gaze of the wife and sons became fixed on the 
face of the husband and father, with now and 
then a piteous look of inquiry towards the Doc- 
tor, until his further announcement, 
“IT 18 OVER.”’ 

The widow clasped her sons to her, exclaiming 
quietly, but in tones never to be forgotten, 
„My darling boys.” The friends withdrew, 
leaving them for a time, when they were led 
tenderly from the room. 


THE GRAVE. 
PREPARATIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Noy. 1.—The announcement 
of Senator Morton's death falls with crushing 
weight upon the citizens of Indianapolis, al- 
though in a measure prepared for the sad event 
by having known that hope was abandoned 
forty-eight hours ago. Political differences are 
wholly ignored, and persons everywhere seem 
to 


VIE WITH EACH OTHER 
in speaking kindly of the Senator and the great 
work of his life. In stores, and offices, and ho- 
tela,—whereyer, in fact, shelter is afforded irom 
the rain which has been falling incessantly since 
8 o’clock this afternoon,—groups of men are 
gathered discussing the sad event. Newspaper 
offices are crowded with anxious inquirers, eager 
to know the details of the final scene. In all of 
the weckly prayer-mectings which have oc- 
curred this evening prayers have been offered 
for the afflicted family. Not since the death of 
Lincoln have our people been sodeeply affected 
by apy event. 
BY ORDER OF THE MAYOR, 
the flre-bells were tolled fifty-four times, num- 
bering the years of his life. This will be repeat- 
ed morning, noon, evening, and midnight, until 
after the funeral, which occurs on Monday at 1 
p.m. The body will lie in state at the new 
Court-House Sunday and Monday. A meeting 
of the citizens is called vo- morrow morning at 9 
o'clock, when all arrangements will be made for 
the funeral. Mrs. Morton being a member of 
the Christian Church, the Rev. J. B. Cleaver, of 
the Central Christian Cnapel, has been invited 
to conduct the services, to be assisted 
by Prot. . 4&. Hoshour, Senator 
Morton’s old precéptor, the Rev. Dr. 
Day, late of the First Baptist Church, an old 
friend and neighbor of the family, and the Rey. 
J. H. Bayliss, of Roberts’ Park M. E. Church. 
THE SENATS. 

Sergeant-at-Arms french and a committee of 
Senators are expected to arrive to-morrow, 
when the programme of exercises will be com- 
pleted.

THE SENATOR’S DISEASE. 

In conversation this evening the Doctor ex- 
pressed himself very confident that the Senator’s 
death resulted not from any reflex action of the 
paralysis of the left arm, but from a paralysis 
of the nervous centre itself. For the past 
ten days de has received an average 
of six letters a day suggesting treatment 
for dyspepsia and indigestion, showing that 
a wrong impression obtained as to the Senator’s 
condition. He was not troubled with dyspepsia 
or indigestion in any form, except as it resulted 
froma partial paralysis of the pneumogastric 
nerve,—hence treatment for dyspepsia would 
not touch the trouble. It was the paralysis 
which had to be reached, and failure to restore 
this nerve thus affected naturally resulted in 
death. 

FUNERAL CEREMONIES.

mer pastor and the Senator’s pre- 
ceptor. The body will lie in 
state during Sunday in the cor- 


ridor of the Marion County Court-House, 
now used asa State-House, giving the people 
of the State an opportunity to view the remains, 
for whose accommodation 
SPECIAL EXCURSION TRAINS 
will be run on Sunday and Monday. The In- 
dianapolis Light Infantry have offered their 
services as a guard of honor. The Montgomery 
Guards of Crawfordsville have also tendered 
their services. The family have requested the 
Hon. E. B. Martindale. the Hon. James A. Wild- 
man, and ex-Gov. Conrad Baker to represent 
them and act for them in making all further 
arrangements. The Mayor has called a meeting 
of citizens in the United States Court-room to- 
morrow morning at 9 o’clock, when it will be 
decided to 
INVITE THE PRESIDENT AND CABINET 
and Governors of the several States to attend 
the funeral. The members of the Bench and 
Bar of this city ana State are requested to meet 
at 20’clock to-morrow. Reports from many 
cities and towus in the State announce the toll- 
ing of bells. Gov. Williams will close the State 
Office on Monday, and Mayor Coven thé offices 
of the city government. They will jointly re- 
quest the citizens to cluse their business houses 
from noon to 3 o’clock on that day.

THE SUCCESSION.

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 1.—Indiana poli- 
ticlans are enjoying themselves over one inci- 
dent of Gov. Jesse Williams’ visit here. They 
say that while East he had an interview with 
Mr. Tilden at the request of the latter, in which 
he was strongly urged by Tuden to appoint Mr. 
Hendricks to succeed Senator Morton. Mr. Til- 
den expressed the opinion that it was very im- 
portant to the interest of the Democratie party 
to have him there, and that in fact there 
was a party demand tor it, and 
he earnestly hoped it would be done.

On,the announcement of his death to the 
Senate to-morrow a committee will be appointed 
to attend the funeral at Indianapolis, in con- 
junction with a similar committee on the part 
of the House. 

At 9:30 p. m. Prof. Widdows, of the Metro- 
politan Church chimes, played “The Dead 
March in Saul,“ and other dirges, and tolled 
minute bells for one hour in memory of the U- 
lustrious dead. 


BIOGRAPHICAL, 
A REMARKABLE HISTORY. 

Mr. Morton was born in Wayne County, Indi- 
ana, onthe 4th of August, 1823. His father’s 
father was one of three brothers who came from 
England a century or more ago and settled in 
New Jersey. Their name was Throckmorton, 
and their ancestry is traced to the Earl of 
Throckmorton in the reign of good 
Queen Bess. On leaving New Jersey, the 
Senator’s father dropped the first syllable of 
his name, and ever after wrote “ William T. | 
Morton.“ He was a kind-hearted man, pos- 
sessed of a good mind anda sound judgment, 
and was much respected by those who knew 
him. He married three times, and, after an in- 
dustrious and earnest life, died a few years 
since in Keokuk, Ia., at the advanced age of 86. 
His second wife, Sarah Miller, of Elizabeth, 
N. J., was : 

THE MOTHER OF SENATOR MORTON, 

Her neighbors in Wayne County remember her 
as a large, robust woman, who possessed a mild 
and benevolent disposition, a correct under- 
standing, and undeviating probity. She is also 
noted for having had a remarkable memory, 
and for being gifted with fine conversational 
powers. The Senator nas been heard to say 
that in size and features he favored his mother 
rather than his father. It is likely, too, that 
from her he inberited his retentive memory 
and easy elocution. 

When 8 years old, young Oliver lost his 
mother, and he was placed under the care of his 
maternal grandparents and two maiden aunts, 
who resided near Springdale, now Glenville, 
Ohio. Here the winter district school helped 
him to spelling, figures, a little geography, and 
the rudiments of grammar. Afterwards he was 
put to the hatter’s trade with his . But 
he soon showed a passion for „ and to 
assist him in cultivating a love for books in 1837 
he was sent to the Wayne County (Ind.)

writing ot 
his appearance and scholarship, “ he was a timid 
and rather verdant-looking youth,—too shy to 
bear, with head erect, a master’s look. His 
mental manifestations were not equal to those 
of his schoolmates, but his steady demeanor and 
persistent application to bis atudies gave him a 
respectable position in his 
AT COLLEGE 

Quitting this school he entered Migmi Uni- 
versity, at Oxford, O., m January, 1843. Here 
he remained two years, “a diligent, earnest 
student, modest but not timid, plain but not 
verdant, and more anxious to acquire knowledge 
than to display it.“ He showed a singular love 
of politics, and, like Lord Chatham, at Oxford, 
entered upon a course of rhetorical training which 
made him, while yet in college, a marked ex- 
temporancous speaker. He was by far the 
ablest debater in the institution, and as a Beta 
Theta Pi, bore off the prizes to his fraternity. 
Although he gave no peculiar promise of his 
future eminence, yet it is in this department 
that are seen in the boy the first indications of 
what the man will be. 

THE LAWYER. 

Leaving college at the age of 22, young Morton 
returned to Centerville, and immediately began 
the study of law in the office of the Hon. John 
8. Newman. He read Jaw with all his might, 
determined to master what Burke bas called 


—a science which does more to quicken and in- 
vigorate the understanding than al! other kinds 
of learning put together.” If, while at school, 
he gave no peculiar promise of his future emi- 
nence, he now began to develop with surprising 
rapidity. He devoted his time to severe labor. 

Although an extensive and desultory reader 
since, while a law student he read slowly and 
digested thoroughly. With a perception al- 
most intuitive, he caught the practical points of 
the law, and put them away in the sturehouses 
of a memory which never let anything go. Thus 
armed and equipped, he was admitted to prac- 
tice in the fall of 1847. It was a proud day,’ I

WAYNE COUNTY BAR. 

Centerville was then, as it is now, a small, 
dull country town. But the Wayne County 
Bar, which centered there, could boast several 
brilliant legal lignts. Judge Elliott, who is still 
living, was on the bench. He was well educated, 
of a warm and sympathetic heart, ex- 
ceedingly energetic and enterprising, and 
a good lawyer. Though not a profound 
jurist, he was attentive to his official 
duties, and esteemed a good Judge. Of the 
members of the Bar, John 8. Newman, William 
A. Bickle, and Jesse P. Siddall are remembered 
as among the most prominent. Charles H. 
Test, until recently Judge of the Criminal 
Court, stood at their side. Caleb B. Smith 
and Samuel W. Parker, then residents of Con- 
nersville, were also frequently called to the 
Centervilie Bar. 

By displays of professional diligence, as well 
as by giving constant evidence of ability, be suc- 
ceeded in the short space of four or five years in 
building up a large and _ lucrative practice. 
His practice extended into Ohio and throughout 


Indiana. 
DEFENSE OF JACOB THOMPSON. 


His masterly defense of Jacob Thompson, of 
Winchester, who was indicted in Wayne County, 
O., for the murder of his child, spread his fame 
far and near. The defense was insanity, 
and the struggle was placed between 
the jury and himself, where he wanted it. For 
several days he carefully prepared himself, and 
after hearing the evidence, spoke for four hours. 
The speech is still alluded to by those who 
heard it as surpassing all their former concep- 
tions of the electrifying and conquering force of 
human speech and human reason. 

A JUDGE. 

In 1852 he was nominated by the Democrats 
and elected Circuit Judge, but, preferring the 
Bar to the Bench, he resigned after one year’s 


service. 
NOMINATED FOR GOVERNOR. 


In 1844, wher just 21 years of age, he voted 
for Polk for Presideng He was an ardent Dem- 
ocrat, but, in 1854, he, with so many others, left 
that party in consequence of the repeal of the 
Missouri Compromise, and was one of the three 
delegates sent by Indiana to the Pittsburg Con- 
vention of February, 1856, from which the Ke- 
publican party dates its political existence, 
In the same year he was  nomi- 
nated by the Republican State Convention 
by acclamation. His Democratic opponent 
was Ashbel P. Willard, a very eloquent and 
able man. The two candidates canvassed the 
State, and in October Willard was elected. 

THE DEFEAT, 

however, was not due to any want of ability of 
Morton. The canvass made Morton an his- 
torical person in Indiana. It placed him con- 

spicuously before the State as a man of great 
ability and of untiring energy. He continued 
in the practice of the law until the spring of 
1860, when the Republican State Con- 
vention met in Indiana. Henry 8. 
Lane was at that time a conspicuous 
man in the party. His old Whig friends waut- 
ed him for Governor, while the party generally 
desired Morton. To avoid anything like a con- 
flict, with the consent of both gentlemen it was 
arranged that Lane should be nominated for 
Governor and Morton for Lieutenant-Governor ; 
that in case the State was carried Lane should 
be elected to the United States Senate and Mor- 
ton become Governor. This programme was 
carried out. Lane was elected Senator, and two 
days later, in January, 1861, Morton took the 
oath of office as Governor, being, with one ex- 
ception, the youngest Executive of any North- 


ern State. 

ä AS WAR GOVERNOR. 

On the morning of the day that President Lin- 
coln issued bis first call for troops, and before 
the receipt of the proclamation, Gov.

TOM LYNCH. 
“THE HONEST DISTILLER.” 
To the Bditor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Noy. 1—Since Honest Tom 
Lynch has been trotted out by that eminently 
respectable Democratic Convention held on 
Thursday last, as its nominee for the office of 
County Treasurer, it may not, perhaps, be quite 
uninteresting to the people at large to turn 
back to a few leaves in Mr. Lynch’s bistory, 
which probably may explain the adjective 
„ houest, bestowed upon this great and good 
man. 

A little over ten years ago, Mr. Tom Lynch 
was grain-buyer for Crosby’s distillery, which 
was then the great money-making concern in 
this city. Mr. Crosby desiring to retire from a 
business that required a man with a pretty 
elastic conscience, he transferred, some time in 
1867 or 1868, his distillery to Mr. Tom Lynch, 
together with ancther gentleman, whose name 
is of no consequence In this connection. Now, 
it is stated that, under the beneficial effects of 
the $2 whisky tax, Mr. Lynch made in one year 
the fortune he possesses, out of Crosby’s dis- 
tillery, as his share. Mr. Lynch probably recol- 
lects that fortunate period quite well. 

Then came the new Revenue law with the 70 
and afterwards 90 cents whisky-tax. and its 
many provisions dy which a full collection of 
the tax was expected to be secured. Mr. Tom 
Lynch was never suspected as ever having made 
an attempt to evade the whisky-tax; the 
Gaugers and Storekeepers at bis distillery were 
never approached by him or any other man to 
doac ed thing; at all events, they never 
got any money from him. Still, there is a little 

afloat t Mr. Tom Lynch knew a thing 
or two at that time that enabled him to make 
mong | hand over fist, keep respectable, and so 
on, while bis competitors in business fell victims 
to the informer. 

Being a rectifier as well as a distiller, Mr. 
Lynch did not resort to the well-known trick of 
using stamps repeatedly, through collusion with 
rectifiers and Government officials; he followed 
afareurer method. He made an arrangement 
with Jake Keim, who then, by some 
mysterious influence, possessed the entire 
control of all the Gaugers and Store- 
keepers employed in this revenue-district. 
During this time the barrels in Tom Lynch's 
distillery wre never filied to their full capacity, 
but a wantage of from twoto five gallons was 
left, aud the common impression and talk 
among whisky men was that when the barrels 
lett the premises they were full, the spirits 
baving unaccountably swelled from three to 


threateved to kick about this, Jake would know

was always straight. However, he got into 
some trouble about it at some time, and got out 
of it again unharmed in some way.

THE DEMOCRACY. 
FIGHTING OVER RIECHBL. 

From half-past 8 until half-past 10 o’clock last 
evening the Democratic County Central Com- 
mitte went through a make-believe attempt to 
fairly settle the Riechel-Kavanaugh - muddle. 
After thus pretending to give Riechel a fair 
show, the whole question went over until 5 
o’clock to-day, ospensibly for the purpose of al- 
lowing time for further investigation, but really 
to allow time for the printing of the tickets, 
when Mr. Riechel will be told that 
the preponderance of the evidence 
ts against him. It will then be 
too late to make any change, and Riechel wi) be 
left to hoe bis own row. Such is, in brief, the 
sneaking, cowardly way in which the County 
Central Committee virtually tries to wash its 
bands of the whole business, and if the Scandi- 
navians do not, after this, raise a bornet’s nest 
about the heads of the Democratic gang from 
top to bottom, it will be because their boasted 
propensity to kick back when kicked has for- 
saken them. Inasmuch as the meeting last 
night iu the Palmer House headquarters was a 
secret session, from which the reporters were 
religiously excluded, it is impossible to give a 
connected report of the windy discussion which 
took place, Enough is known, however, to 
make the story straight for all practical pur- 
poses. The Committee was naturally divided 
into three factions: First, those who wanted to 
see fair play, including Perry Smith, and very 
few others; second, the partisans of Riechel, 
including John Colvin and his friends, who hate 
Tom Kavanaugh with acordial and undying 
hatred for giving away the scheme of Harvey, 
the Boss, to get Tom to deliver the Globe-Hall 
Convention into Harvey’s hands; and, lastly, 
the friends of Kavanaugh, who were prepared 
first, to defend the right of Miles Kehoe’s 
Campaign Committee to act as it did in bounc- 
ing Riechel and putting Kavanaugh on, and, 
secondly, if that didn’t work, to insist on the 
claim that Riechel was not fairly nominated 
while Kavanaugh was. 

KAVANAUGH’S FOLLOWING WAS THE LARGEST, 
and he is virtually ahead. After Riechel's 
friends had stated his position and advanced 
his claims as best they could, John Forsythe 
was called on by the Kavanaugh men to show 
that Riechel never been fairly nominated. 
Mr. Forsythe had lately been looking up the 
vote on the nomination, and has seen the man 
Halloran from the Third Ward, who now ad- 
mits that ne voted a half adozen times for 
Reichel, but says he did it only asa joke.“ 
Mr. Forsythe has also ascertained the fact that 
the votes of precincts were counted which were 
not represented in the Convention, as explained 
in yesterday’s paper. All of these discoveries 
were duly set forth by Mr. Forsythe to the great 
delignt of Tom Kavanaugh and his friends, and 
to the infinite dismay of Riechel ard his sup- 
porters, who very promptly denied their truth. 
With a pretense of fair dealing which only a 
Democrat can assume, a eommittee of three was 
appointed to go out into the hall and see if 
some sort of a compromise could not be 
effected between the two contestants. 
It is almost needless to say that Riechel could 
not be bought, wheedied, or frightened, al- 
though many a temp pre in the shape of 
certain clerksbips was offered him if he would 
only withdraw peaceably and not raise a row. 
Finally the Committee gave it up, and reported 
the results, or lack of results, to the main body. 

Then it was that the crowning injustice was 
consummated. Realizing the utter folly of 
giving Riechel any show before the tickets were 
printed, and remembering that they were to be 
struck off to-day, Kavanangh’s friends craftily 
succeeded in getting the postponement of the 
Committee’s decision until 5 o’clock to-day. By 
that time most of the tickets will have been priut- 
ed, the Committee, or the majority thereof, will 
so inform Riechel, and it will be mildly sug- 
gested to the latter that the very best thing he 
can do is to walk out with his hat under bis 
arm and go wherever he pleases to betake him- 
self. To preface the way for the full carrying 
out of this cheeky game, the following resolu- 
tion was offered and put through by a bare ma- 
jority, the loudest-voiced “*ayes’’ of course pro- 
ceeding from Kavanaugh’s friends: 

Resolved, That the Democratic party, true to 
ite instincts and to ite traditions, ever ready, 
when fraud is discovered, to go behind the re- 
turns and correct them: but it will never imitate 
the example laid down by the Republican party in 
indorsing ah eight by seven felony. 

That all the members of the Central Commit- 
tee have not lost their love of fair play, and that 
they regard the way Riechel has been served as 
ad de to the party, was evident from what 
was let — after the doors were unlocked and 
the crowd dashed in. Charley Cameron was 
heard to observe, in a rather excited way: II 
it hadn’t been for that Cam- 
paigm Committee, we would have had the best 
ticket over put into the field. As it is, some 
— — fools had to go to tinkering with the 
thing, and now you see what you've done.” 
And there were others on the Committee, and 
quite a number of the crowd of outsiders, who 
took the same view of matters, and expressed 
that view iu a way equally clear aad eynally 
forcible.

a HOW HE RONS AIS OFFICE. 

A person formerly a clerk in Lieb’s office 
writes as follows to the Staats Zeitung : 
To the Editar of the Staats Letinng: 

Caicaeo, Oct. 30. Allow me to say some words 
concerning Lieb’s upright administration of bis 
office. en he went in there, which wag due to 
Mr. tesing’s Kindness alone, he set to work at 
once to make the place a sort of nospital for politic- 
ai ward-bummers and unserviceable clerks. His 
first fault was the fact that he wanted to have 
things run by Democrats only, and was persistently 
informing his clerks that ‘‘no Republican need 
Ser not knowing that intelligence was chicfly 
to found in the party which he Ostracised, and 
forgetting that he had not been elected to office by 
one party synply but by both. Lieb committed the 
great falt of allowing his ‘clerks, who were 
paid by the county, to work during the regular 
Office hours for bis newspaper, the U/nton. hus 
Mr. Ruhbaum was busied all the time in writing 
editorials. A person by (he name of Lauge, better 
known as ‘‘Sheriff," spent most of his time in 
translating dispatches. When Lieb got the county 
printing, two men were busied nearly all the time 
with the necessary translation, and they, too, got 
their pay from the county. /henever an election 
came off, from ten to fifteen men were kept busy 
in the ‘‘ basement” sending out circulars and in- 
vitations to meetings. During the Tilden cam- 
paign, one could never find more than half the 
clerks inthe office. Every one had a furlough, 
and hag to work outside, bat all were on the pay- 
roll. Lieb took from his office fifty or sixty men 
to the Soldiers’ Convention at Indianapolis. Part 
of them were veterans; part of them torchlight 

arers, All got their pay for their three 

ys’ absence; and the little spree cost 
$700. But this is a very 
little matter. The principal complaint 
is the number of useless people whom he has ap- 
pointed, and who are only in the way of the better 
clase of clerks. Tus ‘I'nisuns said some days ago 
that there ought to be two sets of clerks one to 
correct the mistakes of the other. This is 80, and 
every good clerk will admit it. The pay roll was 
doubled by this policy, and the work was orly 
done, so that even the /rewe Presse. which doesn't 
care about pitching into the General, said last 
Monday: It is Gen. Lieb’s own fault that we 
cannot indorse him, for during his term of office he 
has paid out $100, 000 more than he should.” 

I would like to ask the taxpayers how sach facts 
as these agree with Lieb's alleged honesty and 
good management. Many will say that these 
charges are simply election tricks; bat that is not 
so. The immense suis which he pays out monthly 
are on record in his own office and the County 
Treasurer's. These figures do not lie; and no 
whitewashing can clean him from these charges. 
It is impossible for such a man to be electea the 
second time to a high office. Butif the taxpayers 
should do such a thing they would have no right to 
complain afterwards that the taxes. were high. 
Take the following as an illustration: In 1874 the 
rate for connty taxes was $4 on the thousand. In 
1875 it went up to $6.60. In 1876 it reached the 
enormous sum of $7.40.

Attorney-General Wants te 
Knew Why the Commercial 
League Exista!

An interesting question was raised yesterday 
before Judge Drummondin the case of Pka- 
Wab-Ashkum vs. Edwin Sorin and others, as to 
whether an Indian was a subject of the United 
States or a foreign State, and whether he could 
sue in the Federal courts. The bill was filed in 
April last to recover 572 acres of land in frac- 
tional Sec. 7, south of the Indian boundary tine. 
It extends for a mile on both sides of the Calu- 
met River from just above the railroad bridge 
to One-Hundred-and-Nixth street. and embraces 
two miles of the most important dock property 
in the South Chicago Harbor. On the west side 
of the river it extends three-quarters of a 
mile to Torrence avenue, and reaches from 
pear the South Chicago Depot to the Rolling- 
Mills. Edward Sorin, one of the defendants, is 
Father Supenor of the Convent and University 
at Notre Dame, Ind., and he claims the lana 
was conveyed to Father De Seille by Ashkum, 
the original Indianowner. Same twenty-seven 
other defendants claim interests there, among 
them John C. Haines, who holds J. H. Bowen’s 
interest as an asset of the Fidelity Savings 
Bank. The complainant claims that she is the 
wife.of Ashkum, now deceased ; that, under the 
treaty of Tippecanoe in 1832, two sections of 
land were given him. In 1837 the President se- 
lected this fractional section as part of her land. 
Subsequently she and her husband were removed 
to the Indian Territory, where she now resides. 
Ashkum never accepted the selection made by 
the rresident, and died in 1846. Subsequently 
sg patent was issued to his wife, and she now 
asks for her dower. 

Nine of the defendants filed general demur- 
rers to the bill. and they were argued yester- 
day, Messrs. W. B. Scates appearing for com- 
piainants and Thomas Hoyne, Arnold Tripp, 
Jeremiah Leaming, Edward Roby, and Mr. 
Young for the defendants. 

Mr. Hoyne contended that as the President 
bad substituted a fractional section for the fuil 
section given under the pateht, and as Ashkum 
did not accept it, no estate of inheritance vested 
in bim to this particular land under which his 
wife could claim dower. 

Mr. — urged that the statute of limita- 
tions barred the claim, 8 years having 
elapsed since Ashkum’s death. 

Mr. Roby claimed that the bill did not contain 
sufficient averments to give the Federal courts 
jurisdiction; that it was not shown that the 
Constitution or any law or treaty of the United 
States was drawn in question. Neither did the 
bill show that the controversy was between cit- 
izens of different States, or that the plaintiff was 
an alien. She was an Indian woman, member 
of a tribe removed by the Government to the 
Indian Territory, where the tribe continued in 
its tribal relation government. She 
was, therefore, neither a citizen of a 
different State, nor a foreign subject. 
The judicial power of the Constitution extended 
only to controversies between citizens of dif- 
ferent States, and did not embrace cases where 

one of the parties was a citizen of a Territory or 
’ of the District of Columbia. In the Dred Scott 
case, it had been decided that one who was 
neither a citizen nor an alien could not sue in 
the Federal courts. It had also been held that 
an indian tribe or nation within the United 
States was not a foreign State within the mean- 
ing of the Constitution. Such Indians were not 
subject to a taxation for the support of the 
Goverment of aState or subject to its laws. 
Though the United States for certain purposes 
had forced to treat with ° warlike tribes, 
and had coatinued to adjust the relations of 
the tribes to the United States, by treaty agree- 
ments, it couldnot admit the existence of a 
foreign State within its limits. Tribes were in a 
state of pupilage, not citizens, nor yet per- 
mitted to exercise the functions of a foreign 
State, incapable of entering into atreaty with 
foreign States or of ceding the land occupied 
by them to any one but the United States. 

Judge Drummond held on the first point that 
the selection of land by the President of the 
United States was conclusive of the execution 
of the treaty; that from the date of such selec- 
tion no one could question his act, and it oper- 
ated to vest an estate of inheritance in Ashkum 
in which his widow could have her dower. As 
to the second objection, the Judge decided that 
as it did not appear that any person had been in 
possession adverse to the complainant for the 
time set by the statute of limitation, and as it 
appeared neither she nor her husband knew of 
such selection, she was not cut off by lapse of 
time. On the question of citizenship, the Judge 
said he felt very doubtful whether an Indian 
could sue inthe Federal courts. He would, 
however, overrule the demurrer, and require the 
defendants to answer within. sixty days, with 
leave to set up in such answer this question of 
jurisdiction, and have it decided on the final 

earing. 
THE COMMERCIAL LEAGUB ASSOCIATION.

sociation, to ascertain by what authority it 
carries on the business of life-insurance. He 
states that it was incorporated under the laws 
of this State, having its principal place of busi- 
ness in this city. For the last few months it 
has been exercising powers not granted it by 
the charter, in carrying on the business of life- 
insurance without having a guarantee capital of 
$100,000 in cash. or stocks, or mortgages, as is 
provided by law. The Company issues certifi- 


cates oof insurance to ite mem bers 
on their iiv receiving annual  as- 
sessments in leu of remiums, but. 


it has no certifiicate of the Auditor authorizing 
it to do so. and is acting in disobedience of the 
law. The Attorney-General therefore asks that 
the Association may be compeiled to show Dy 
what right it continues the business of life-in- 
surance. | 

Filed with the information was the report of 
T. B. Needles, the Auditor, who states that on 
the 4th of September last D P A. 
Booth, W. A. Butters, W. D. 
Myers, H. A. Towner, ©. W. 
Teed, and T. O. P. Champlin filed in the 
Office of the Secretary ot State certain articles 
of association. These articles provided that 
the particular business and object for which the 
Association was formed was to secure pecuniary 
aid to the widows, orphans, heirs, and devisees 
of deceased members of the Association, but 
gave no intimation of the mode in which the 
aid was to be given. The Association had no 
capital, never obtained any certificate to carry 
on life-insurance business, but has in fact been 
earrying on such business contrary to law. It 
Was on this report or request of the Auditor 
that the Attorney-General acted. 

Judging from the by-laws, the plan of insur- 
Tance is something like that unsuccessfully 
tned by the defunct Protection Life-Insurance 
Company of this city, though with even fewer 
safeguards for the bolicy-holders or members of 
the Association.

Miss Abbott Proceeds to Explain an Alleged 
Attempted Biackmailing Operation.

Sub- 
sequently, however, she requested delay, but 
to-day telegraphs from Bay City to no longer 
withhold the statement, which is in 
brief as follows: The individual who sought 
to levy blackmail upon her was Louis Engel, 
publisher oi the New York Arcadian. Soon 
after Miss Abbott returned to America Mr. 
Engel called on her, and insinuated that she 


should secure the influence of his paper 
during the winter. He seized every op- 
portunity to impress on her the value 


of the Arcadian’s friendship, and made him- 
self personally officious, calling at concerts 
and rehearsals, and praising her incontinentiy. 
Finally he made a specific offer for a sum 
of money, which was $25 or 850, to give 
her his puper’s support. Being repulsed, he 
went to Miss Avbott’s husband with a proposal 
that Mr. Wetherell buy an interest in the Arca- 
dian and make it an Abbottorgan. This was 
rejected with derision by Mr. Wetherell. He 
went to see Miss Abbott at the house of her 
friend, Mr. Lake, where he made himself so ob- 
noxious that he was thrust into the street in 
hot baste. The date of this occurrence was the 
beginning of his scurrillous articles against her. 
Miss Abbott makes the disclgsure with reluct- 
ance, and has steadfastly refused hitherto to

Gen. Ewrna’s management of the Resump- 
tion-repeal bill, which Mr. Bucxnzn, Chair- 
man of the Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee, surrendered to his charge, has not been 
a brilliant success. By a series of parlia- 
mentary blunders, the result of inexperience 
in the ways and routine of business in the 
House, he has sacrificed all the advantages 
of his position, and the bill is now before 
the House and practically out of his control. 
The show of strength yesterday demonstrates 
the probability that Ewnrvo’s first attempt at 
parliamentary generalship will result in in- 
glorious defeat, and that his chances for the 
Ohio Senatorship will not be improved as he 
had hoped. The majority of twenty-two which 
he was able to command on Wednesday had 
yesterday fallen off to eight,—an evidence 
that the inflationists attempted too much 
when they undertook to secure a repeal of 
the entire third section, including the frea, 
banking clause. If the bill had been re- 
ported in a shape to repeal only the date of 
the Resumption act, and then handled with 
adroitness, there is hardly a doubt that it 
would have secured a much stronger support. 
Present prospects indicate that EwWMo's 
defeat will be confirmed by the enforced 
withdrawal of the majority report§ and the 
substitution of the minority bill reported 
by Mr. Fort, in which the date only is 


repealed. 


It is proper that the taxpayers and citizens 
of Chicago who are in favor of reform in 
County Government should take notice that 
Dave Txornton’s Campaign Committee are 
concentrating their efforts in the city with 
the purpose and hope of carrying it by so 
large a majority as to overcome the conceded 
Republican majority of the country districts. 
To do this, it will be necessary for them to get 
at least 3,000 majority in the eighteen wards, 
and the expenditure of money, the organiza- 
tion of the roughs and bummers, and all the 
devices which the Dave Tnonvwrox gang are 
equal to, will be with this end in view. 
Now the programme of the Ring, the 
bummers, and the. ballot-box stuffers 
can be defeated by an earnest and 
united effort of the business men of Chicago, 
every one of whom is interested in saving the 
extra half million dollars a year which is 
squandered and stolen under the present 
County Government. Such active, personal 
interest in the result of the election as will 
bring out the entire vote of the taxpayers, 
business men, and reputable citizens, will 
prevent Dave TuHornron and his crowd from 
realizing their hopes. There is one circum- 
stance which should assure this interest in 
the business community. If Dave Txorn- 
Ton’s crowd can carry the city by even 100 
majority. though they will fail thereby to 
elect the general county officers, they 
will elect four out of the five Com- 
missioners, as this number is chosen by 
the city vote alone. There is one of these 
persons, at least, who is believed to be open 
to a suspicion of sympathy with the Ring, 
and the Ring only need to elect a single 
Commissioner to maintain their power. It 
is, therefore, the duty of the Republicans 
and Reformers to put forth every effort and 
draw out every good citizen of Chicago in 
order to prevent Dave THornton’s party 
from carrying the city by any majority what- 
ever; for even the defeat of Dave Tuorn- 

x’s candidates for the general county of- 
fices would scarcely compensate for the loss 
of the four Reform Commissioners who are 
to be elected by the city vote alone. 


THE LATE SENATOR MORTON. 

Senator Morton, at the early age of 54 
years, in the prime of his intellectual vigor, 
has passed away. By his friends, by his 
State, by his party, and by his country he 
will be mourned ; his death will be regarded, 
as the death of any great, intellectual man 
will be regarded, as a national loss. One by 
one the States are claiming place on the roll 
of illustrious statesmen who have departed 
for the names of their sons. Indiana to-day 
asks that she be represented on that roll by 
the name of Oxtver P. Morton, the most 
distinguished of her sons she has yet given 
to the country. 

The list of Americans who have won fame 
in civil life, who have succeeded in overshad- 
owing even military glory by high aims and 
glorious actions, is not so long but it can be 
er readily. The statesmen of the 
Revgiutionary period form, of course, a class 
emselves. With the exception of Ham- 
rox, the majority of these men were in 
time made Executive rulers of the nation. 
With the advent of Gen. Jackson a new class 
of statesmen came upon the stage, and 
among the most eminent of these how few 
attained the Presidency. Wenster and 
Cray, Catwoun, Waicut, Wir, and Benton 
nored in the memory of the na- 
tion wien many of their more successful 
i shall be forgotten. Evxnrrr, Srew- 
veias, and Cuasz will fill no less hon- 
pages in history because other men 
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attained. Mr. Monrox's public career has 
been a long one forso young a man. In 
early life he had been a Democrat; but, 
after the passage of the Kansas-Nebraska 
bill, he left that party and helped to organ- 
ize the Republican party of Indiana in 1854. 
He bounded to the leadership of the new 
party in his State, and for twenty-three years 
he has been its autocrat, without a rival or a 
heart-burn. No Republican in Indiana has 
ever contested the leadership with him, or 
sought tothwart him in the councils of the 
party. His wish has been law among the 
Republicans in that State. He was a natu- 
ral-born leader, and a ruler of men by virtue 
of brain-power and force of will. In 1856, 
only two years after the Republican party 
was formed, he ran as its candidate for Gov- 
ernor, and made a most vigorous and brill- 
iant canvass, stumping almost every county, 
and, while he failed of an election by less 
than 6,000 votes in a poll of a quarter of a 
million, he ran ahead of every other candi- 
date on his ticket, and established his un- 
leadership during the rest .of 
his life. His official life began with 
the breaking out of the Rebellion, less 
than twenty years ago, but into those brief 
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remaining before election it would be next to 


the light of subsequent events, to have been 
providential. The great executive abilities 
of the man were at once developed. His 
services and labors during the four years of 
the War were extraordinary, and have passed 
into history. He well merited the title he 
obtained of The Great War-Governor.” 
Had a man of different politics, or even one 
of less courage and power of will, held that 
office during that critical time, who can 
measure the disasters and calamitous con- 
sequences that would probably have befallen 
the country ? 

From the Governor's office, to which he 
had been re-elected in 1864 by more than 
20,000 majority, he was elected to the Senate 
in 1867. He entered it during the period of 
Reconstruction, and though he had previous- 
ly never been a member of any legislative 
body he at once took high rank among the 
most eminent men of the Senate. It is hard- 
ly needed to add that the ten years during 
which he was a Senator have been marked 
by an unbroken series of personal triumphs. 

In what may be called rongh-and-tumble 
debate, he was by all odds the most powerful 
man in that chamber of strong men. No 
man grappled him in that kind of discussion 
but got braised and hurt in the fall. His 
opening speeches were always campaign 
documents, which laid down the platform 
and furnished the arguments and facts in its 
support. | 

He was not a learned man, nor could 
he be styled a scholar, as those terms 
are generally understood. He was not a 
graceful orator; he lacked the polish and the 
elegance possessed by many men far his 
inferiors. But hé was not the less effective. 
He was bold, determined, positive, and dog- 
matic; he carried conviction to the minds of 
his hearers by the force and logic of his 
language, by the eamestness of his manner, 
and by the deep seme of his own sincerity, 
He was fierce in his resentments, bitter in 
his denunciations, intelerant in his opposi - 
tion, strong in his party prejuilices, extreme 
in his policies; and aggressive always. He 
knew little of what men understand as for- 
bearance. Believing himself right, he re- 
jected all that did not meet his approval as 
wrong, and wrong he pursued most vigor- 
ously. His opponent in politics he treated 
as a public enemy, and agamst that enemy he 
waged a sleepless, unrelenting war. He en- 
tered public life in the active prosecution of 
the men who had rebelled against the Gov- 
ernment and the laws, and his last public 
utterance, a few weeks since, on the far-off 
coast of Oregon, was, in general tone, such 
as he might have delivered ten years ago. 
During his distressing illness, however, he 
sent to the President strong wotds of encour- 
agement and commendation. 

His dying wish was to prevent a rupture 
between the President and the Republican 
members. In the main he cordially indorsed 
the course and policies of Hares. His last 
public utterance, given to the country a few 
days ago, was an expression of faith in 
President Harzs and in the outcome of his 
Southern policy of peace and reconciliation. 
He applauded the new departure, and de- 
manded that the Republicans in Congress 
should not embarrass the Administration by 
factious opposition either to measures or ap- 
pointments, but should do everything in their 
power to promote harmony between the Ad- 
ministration and the party, which have a 
common interest. 

Senator MorTon was a prominent candi- 
date for the Presidential nomination in the 
Cincinnati Convention, and, had his health 
been sound, he would probably have been 
nominated; but an apprehension filled the 
minds of the delegates that disease had such 
hold of his system as might terminate his 
life long before the end of a Presidential 


term. 


Mr. Morrow was a Democrat in early life; 
he had no affiliations with the Whig party. 
He supported Poxxk, and Cass, and Prrnox. 
But, regarding the Kansas-Nebraska act as 
the evidence of a deep conspiracy on the 
part of slavery to prostitute the whole na- 
tion to its service, he united with the 
Republicans as a declared enemy of slavery. 
Into this battle with slavery he carried all his 
courageous spirit; it was a matter of per- 
sonal hatred, and though the War has been 
over twelve years he has made the cause of 
the enfranchised blacks the occasion for 
maintaining the war against slavery, which, 
in his judgment, still survived in spirit, though 
no longer visible in the body. Mr. Morron’s 
statesmanship, though molded and controlled 
in a great measure by his feelings, 
had the merit of sincerity, He was 
the advocate of strong measures because 
his judgment approved strong measures. 
He believed in what he advocated. Though 
a rigid party man, intolerant towards all who 
did not support the cause of free- 
dom, he was as determined that the 
party should always act with him, and as-he 
desired. He regarded the party as an agent 
to carry out the principles of justice and 
right, and as such to be sustained under all 
circumstanees, but he never failed at the 
same time to assert what was the justice and 
right which the party should protect, defend, 
and promote, 

Mr. Morton, throughout his public life, 
though deeply engaged in party combina- 
tions and responsible largely for the distri- 
bution of party patronage, escaped even 
the suspicion of any interest in cor- 
ruption. His personal integrity was un- 
questioned. Ie, within a few years, made 
himself the leader of his partyin the Senate 
and in Congress, His success was rapid and 
substantial. The secret of this success may 
be placed to the credit of his personal integ- 
rity, his untiring industry, his ability, the 
force of his peculiar oratory, his mastery of 
facts, clearness of statement, and to his ag- 
gressiveness. He was always prepared with 
a word anda blow, and they were always 
used together. 

Mr. Morrow has left no equal in the Sen- 
ate. There are other men more learned and 
brilliant, but none who can exercise the 
power of control over the public mind and 
over the Senate that he has done. He has been 
in the Republican party much like what 
Dovuaias was in the Democratic party, and 
it will be difficult to find another to fill the 
vacancy he has left. Able, powerfal in de- 
bate, aggressive and intolerant, honest and 
patriotic, sincere aud unwearying, the name 
of Senator Morton is deeply impressed on 
the pages of his country’s history, and in 
future times he will be ranked among the 
great statesmen of the Republic.

Mr. WILL Pumas and Mr. Wurm 
Liorp Gannon have recently made fresh 
assaults upon the Southern policy of the 
President. The country long since ceased 
to attach importance to the utterances of 
these gentlemen on political questions, and 
they are interesting now rather for the illus- 
tration they give of the occasional eccen- 
tricities of the human intellect than for any 
bearing on the state of affairs in the South. 
It is unfortunate for the fame of Mesars. 
PIs and Gannon that they have lived 
so long. They devoted themselves with 


auch energy to the sacred cause of the aboli- 
tion of slavery that they became men 
of one idea, When slavery was abolished, 
their mission was accomplisked and their 
occupation gone. But they did not recog- 
nize the fact, They have 3 iy i 
since as they did before. It has been so 
easy for them to imagine the negro in fet- 
ters that they have not stopped to inquire 
whether he is still in fetters or not, but pre- 
fer to assume that he is. As to the facts, 
there can be no prolonged or serious contro- 
versy. The President's policy has secured 
the negro in political and social rights which 
he never possessed before; moreover, the 
policy, so-called, was a necessity. With an 
opposition House, expressing the popular 
will, the President could do no less than he 
did. Oaptious criticism of the conduct 
which he pursued under the pressure of this 
necessity is neither candid nor patriotic. 


“RESUMPTION” IN CONGRESS, 

Mr. Taomas Ewre, of Ohio, ambitious of 
distinction, presented himself before the 
House of Representatives on Wednesday, in 
an endeavor to have Congress by law ap- 
prove the platform of the Greenback wing 
of the Democratic party in Ohio. He re- 
ported a bill professedly repealing so much 
of what is known as the Resumption act as 
fixes a date for the redemption of the green- 
backs in gold, But Mr. EWwmo was not con- 
tent with that; he thought to bulldoze the 
House into doing something more, so he re- 
ported a bill to repeal the whole of Sec. 3 of 
the Resumption act, which section reads as 
follows: : 

Sec. 3. That Sec. 5,173 of the Revised Statutes, 
limiting the aggregate amount of circulating notes 
of National Banking Associations, be, and the 
same is hereby, repealed; and each existing bank- 
ing association may increase its circulating notes 
in accordance with existing law without respect to 
said aggregate limit; and new banking associations 
may be organized in accordance with existing law 
without respect to said aggregate limit; and the 
provisions of law forthe withdrawal and redis- 
tribution of National Bank currency among the 
several States and Territories are hereby repealed. 
And whenever, andso often, as circulating notes 
shall be issued to any such banking association so 
increasing its capital or circulating notes, or so 
newly organized as aforesaid, it shall be the duty 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to redeem the 
legai-tender notes, in excess only of $300, 000, 000, 
to the amount of 80 per centum of the sum of Na- 
tional Bank notes so issued to any such banking 
association as aforesaid, and to continue sucb re- 
demption as such circulating notes are issued until 
there shall be outstanding the sum of $300, 000, - 
000 of such legal-tender United States notes, and 
no more. 

And on and after the lst day of January, 1879, 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall redeem in coin 
the United States legal-tender notes then outstand- 
ingon their presentation for redemption at the 
office of the, Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States in the City of New York, in sums of not less 
than $50. And to enable the Secretary of the 
Treasury to prepare and provide for the redemp- 
tion in this act authorized or required, he is author- 
ized to use any surplus revenues, from time to 
time, in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
and to issue, sel), and dispose of, at not less than 
par in coin, either of the descriptions of bonds of 
the United States described in the act of Congress 
approved July 14, 1870, entitled An act to au- 
thorize the refunding of the national debt, with 
like qualities, privileges, and exemptions, to the 
extent necessary to carry this act into full effect, 
and to use the proceeds thereof for the purpose 
aforesaid. And all provisions of law inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Mr. Forv, of Illinois, moved an amend- 
ment to Ewmo's bill, confining the repeal to 
the last paragraph of the third section of 
the Resumption law, being that part be- 
ginning with the words and on and after 
the first day of January, 1879,” ete. 

It will be seen that Ewnve’s bill repealed 
the law which authorizes free banking, 
making National Banks the monopoly they 
were before January, 1875, and allowing no 
new banks, nor any increase of bank circn- 
lation. It also repealed the provision for 
the redemption of $80 of greenbacks for 
every $100 of new bank-note circulation 
issued, The bill as reported by Ewrne did 
not meet the question of resumption in 
January, 1879, fairly. It did not present 
that question alone. It included something 
more. It embraced the abolition of free 
banking, aad therefore did not present the 
question of repealing the time fixed for 
resumption directly and fairly. It was an 
attempt to make those who favored 
the repeal of the time fixed for 
resumption vote also for something in 
no wise connected with it. Mr. Fonr's 
amendment, however, meets the question 
directly. It repeals the date, and repeals 
the authority to borrow gold, by selling 
bonds, to redeem on the date named. The 
votes on the several motions, while they in- 
dicate a majority in favor of repealing the 
date fixed: for resumption, do not indicate 
that E wo's bill can pass without being 
amended. Because Mr. Ewe has talked 
the abolition of the National Banks and the 
inflation of the currency successfully to the 
Democrats of a portion of Ohio, it does not 
follow that the House of Representatives, 
however favorable it may be to repealing the 
date prescribed for resumption, will there- 
fore adopt Ewine’s pet schemes. The bill 
may be disposed of to-day, or it may go over 
till next week, or it may be referred to the 
Committee of the Whole for debate, but 
Ewro’s bill, unless amended, will never be- 


come a law, and it should not.

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WHY THE DEMOCRATS SHOULD “BOUNCE” 
LIEB FROM THEIR TICKET. 

The Democratic Campaign Committee 
have asserted their authority to amend the 
ticket and review the action of the Conven- 
tion by removing Rokr, the Scandinavian 
candidate for Clerk of the Probate Court, 
and substituting Kavanaves for no better 
reason than the latter is an Irishman and the 
nominee of the Democratic branch of the In- 
dustrials. If this power be conceded to the 
County Committee, then it is clearly the 


duty of that body to remove the name of 


Lin from the Democratic ticket in view of 
the startling exposures made by the Repub- 
lican Executive Committee as to Lixn’s man- 
agement of the office for which he is again a 
candidate. In Rurecme.’s case there was no 
charge of dishonesty or unfitness ; in Lizs’s 
case there is a charge and some 
strong confirmation of practices that 
are not merely irregular and dis- 
reputable, but even worse. If the Demo- 
crats expect to carry this election, they have 
no right to impose upon the community a 
man who is fairly suspected of using his 
office for his own personal benefit at the sac- 
rifice of the public interests, and at a cost to 
the taxpayers of $50,000 a year more than 
they would be fequired to pay for a proper 
and economical administration of the same 
office. The Democratic party cannot afford 
to carry such a man, and, unless he be forced 
from the ticket, it will be more for the in- 
terests of the party, as well as the communi- 
ty, to have Lres defeated and compelled to 
settle up his affairs to turn over to a suc. 
cessor than to have him elected leave 
matters worse than ever at the cnd & an- 
other four years’ term. | 

The Committee which has investigated 
Ls management of the County Clerk’s 
office, and exposed the manifold and costly 
abuses thereof, is composed of gentlemen 
who are entitled to respect and credence. It

includes men like C. B. Ferm. B. G- 


Guu, J. T. Rawizton (the Alderman), 


Hestne, J. M. Aim, and E. A. Fuximes,— 
all of them men of character, and several of 
them especially competent to speak of 
clerical and accounting work. The Com- 
mittee have not had the time and oppor- 
tunity to trace Lizs’s affairs to the bottom, 
but what they have found is sufficient to con- 
demn his administration and to create a 
strong suspicion that even the finances of 
the Clerk's office are not in a proper shape. 
His books are evidence of the most slovenly 
clerical work; itis admitted by competent 
men in his office that a majority of his em- 
ployes are not fit to do the work; it has 
been found that many persons have 
been carried on the pay-roll who do 
little or no work for the county; and it 
is asserted that the cost of erasures and cor- 
rections, rendered necessary by the careless- 
ness and incompetence of employes, is about 
as large as that of the original imperfect 
work. It is not surprising that, as a con- 
sequence, the office expens@s are double what 
they ought to be. In 1874 these expenses 
were but httle more than $45,000, and Mr. 
Lis once offered to run the office Onggon- 
tract for that amount, claiming privately that 
he could make $10,000 a year for himself 
under the arrangement. The cost of the 
work actually done, estimated on the basis 
of the salaries now paid, is set down at about 
$40,000; as the fees yield $54,000, there 
should be paid into the County Treasury over 
$10,000 annually. Instead of that,in the 
two years 1875 and 1876, Mr. Lies drew out 
of the County Treasury $62,206 over and 
above the fees received, and this year it is 
estimated that his expenses will be $112,000, 
or at least $50,000 more than it ought to be. 
If there were nothing but this, Mr. Ln 
should be made to give way to a successor. 

But there are other matters which place 
the County Clerk’s office under Lins in a 
still worse plight, There is reason to be- 
lieve that Limp assessed his employes last 
year about $4,000 for political purposes, but 
he paid no such sum over to the Democratic 
Committee, This year it is said that he bled 
his clerks about $3,000 before the nomina- 
tions were made, and before any Democratic 
Campaign Committee was appointed, so the 
party will not get the benefit thereof. The 
Democratic managers should ascertain what 
disposition was made of these funds. It is 
further stated that a single member of his 
family has been paid as high as $800 a 
month for copying, though it would be 
physically impossible for any one person to 
earn that amount of money, or anything like 
it, by mere copying. The explanation is that 
this person receives eight cents per folio 
(the highest amount allowed by law), 
and farms owt the work to inferior 
copyists for half that sum, whereby 
the county is cheated out of several 
hundred dollars a month, because Lies, as the 
agent of the county, could employ these low- 
rate copyist directly for the county without 
giving his family the midleman’s profit of 100 
per cent. But the worst feature is that 
Lzep’s cash-account is in a muddle; that it is 
not kept on a system that checks the cash 
properly; that L's cashier is his father- 
in-law, and the assistant cashier a drunken 
fellow, who says Lizs dare not dismiss him; 
and, finally, that gentlemen having large 
claims against the office for tax redemption 
have been kept out of their money for weeks 
at a time. These several circumstances, along 
with the fact that Linn has been in the habit 
of making disbursements in defiance of law, 
demand that Lies shall be required to turn 
over the office in order that the money may 
be counted. 

If the Democratic Committee were dis- 
posed to do its duty to the public, or to the 
party which it purports to represent, it 
would eject Hzenmann Lin from the ticket, 
because the suspicions which his manage- 
ment of the office have raised against him 
are of a kind that can only be disposed of 
satisfactorily by turning over the money and 
effects for which he is responsible. After 
the warning that has been given, the elec- 
tion of Ln will make the Democrats di- 
rectly responsible for any mismanagement, 
irregularity, or defalcation that may ulti- 
mately occur in the County Clerk's office, or 
which may already have occurred but can- 
not be positively proved till Ln shall be 
forced to vacate the office.

A NOBLE BEQUEST. 

The will of Auten C. Lewis, which de 
votes a large fortune to the establishment of 
a Polytechnic School in this city, is as 
gratifying as it is unexpected. There is no 
public institution which the city and the 
Northwest stand so much in need of. The 
studies which are pursued in Polytechnic 
Schools are particularly those which assist in 
opening up the resources of a new and 
growing country, and are consequently those 
which hold forth the greatest inducements to 
young men of limited fortunes and unlimited 
ambition. The drift of modern education is 
in the direction of the sciences and away 
from the classics, and Mr. Lewis, in empha. 
sizing this fact, has given fresh testimony to 
his own sagacity. He has at the same time 
recognized, in a public and befitting manner, 
his appreciation of the local needs of the 
country in which he made a share of 
his fortune. There is no Polytechnic School 
of consequence this side of Troy, unless an 
exception can be made in favor of Ann Ar- 
bor. It may be said, in a general way, that 
the West is destitute of means of instruction 
in those branchés of study which particular- 
ly concern its own development. The East, 
on the other hand, is full of such institutions. 
Even the great universities have been forced 
to meet the growing demand for them by 
opening special scientific schools in connec- 
tion with their regular courses of instruction. 
The Sheffield Scientific School at New Haven 
and the Lawrence Scientific School at Cam- 
bridge are two instances out of many. 

Mr. Lewis has shown wisdom in making 
few stipulations as to the manner in which 
his intentions shall be carried out. Having 
chosen as Trustees three men in whose dis- 
cretion he has confidence,—Messrs. Huan A. 
Wurrx, dames M. Apsrr, and Henry M. 
Lewis,—he leaves to them the arrangement 
of details. Unquestionably this is the wiser 
plan to adopt. The benevolent intentions 
of wealthy men have as often been thwarted 
after their death by impracticable conditions 
attached to their wills as by any want of 
fidelity or wisdom on the part of the Trus- 
tees. Mr. Lewis has given a general state- 
ment of his desires which the Trustees will 
find it easy to respect and fulfill. He directs 
that his property, now estimated to be worth 
$650,000, shall be allowed to accumulate un- 
til it is worth $800,000. A building is then 
to be put up, at a cost of $250,000, and the 
name of the Lewis Institute is to be attached 
to it. This building will be used at first for 
a free library and reading-room; it will 
contain also a school of the practical 
arts such as telegraphy, aad a school for the 
instruction of women in the branches of in-

This isa noble gift, remarkable for the 
unostentatious way in which it is made, and 
for the wisdom of the plan drawn up by the 
donor to secure the benefi@ desired. Mr. 
Lewis was a quiet, hard-working man, little 
given to display during his lifetime, and not 
likely to seek to perpetuate his name in use- 
less or extravagant monumentg He chose 


rather to fix it in the memories 
of the people by means of a 
school whose influence may extend to 


remote ages, always earning the grati- 
tude of those who attend it and the country 
in which their work shall be done. Mr. Lewis 
was little of a public man. Few persons 
knew of the extent of his fortunes, or ex- 
pected from him so magnificent a gift to the 
people. Without promise or hope of reward, 
and even with a shrinking from ante-mortem 
fame, he has done what it was generally 
hoped and believed Mr. Wit11am B. Oo 
would do; and the one man deserves as large 
a place in the kindly memories of the people 
as the other does. The Lewis Institute of

Some voters may not have read the report 
of the Committee appointed to investigate 
the condition of L's office. The matter 
is of too much importance to be passed over 
carelessly, and we advise every voter to turn 
back and peruse it. The Committee of In- 
vestigation found the County Clerk's 
office in a frightful state. The books 
and records are botched, blundered, and 
blotted. Most of the work done on them 
has been scratched out, written in, and 
spoiled. The whole establishment has be- 
come a rotten rookery, filled up with dead- 
beats, old soaks, and incompetent persons, 
who are costing the taxpayers more than 
twice what the office ought to cost. The ex- 
penditure this year is $60,000 beyond what 
it should be. The mismanagement of the 
office is alarming as well as shameful. Tho 
Committee hint strongly that the official in 
charge may prove to be a defaulter; and 
they dite some very suspicious cases of the 
retention of money. In conclusion, they 
solemnly say: 

It will then surely be shown that now the office 
is extravagantly managed, and if in the adminis- 
tration of funds intrusted to his [Lres's) hands any 
irregularity existe—and it looks this way decidedly 
—his successor is the only man who can find it out. 
There is but one way to prove that the cash is cor- 
rect, and that is, ‘‘ to count the money.”

The county furnishes the 
materials, furnishes the work of counting the 
words, comparing copy and original, etc., in addi- 
tion to the eight cents for the co ying, so that, in 
fact, the person gets a higher ce for the work 
than the county is allowed to collect for it as a fee. 
The amounts paid the member of the family vary 
from $200 to $890 monthly, and it is stated on 
good authority that this party employs several 
people at mere nominal wages at his house to do 
this folio-writing, netting over 100 per cent this 
way. It is also claimed that the counting of the 
folios is done in a way highly beneficial to the 
member of the family, so that a handsome income 
is rope y yy ame from this source.— From the

The Committee invited by Lrzs to investigate 
his books and the manner in which he is manag- 
ing the affairs of the County.

He 
called on Mr. LI for the money, and was by this 
public officer kept, under some pretext or another, 
for several weeks out of his money. Why this was 
so remains for Mr. Lres to clear up.

FINANCIAL. 


Basiness at the banks was quiet. The applica- 
tions for bank accommodation were not pressing. 
Only s moderate amount of mercantile paper is 
brought to the banks, and the quantity of country 
paper offered for rediscount is diminishing. The 
lack of opportunity for the use of capital is shown 
by the increasing deposits. Orders from the coun- 
try for currency have grown beavier in the last two 
days, especially from the wheat regions. New 
York exchange was sold between banks at par@25c 
per $1,000 premium. The clearings were $4, 800, - 
000, the increase over those of the day before be- 
ing due to the monthly settlements on the Board 
of Trade. 

SUBSIDIARY SILVER IN THE LATIN UNION. 

We reproduce from the Cincinnati Commercial 
the following translation of the regulation of the 
Latin Union with regard to subsidiary silver:

BRITISH LOANS. 

In à recent essay on the causes of the existing 
world-wide depresmon, Mr. Giffen gives the 
amounts of capital contributed by Great Britain to 
the development, real or nominal, of other coun- 
tries, in the years 1867-1873. Excluding the 
United States and Tarkey, the loans of Great Brit- 
ain emoraced the following sums: Egypt, $160, - 
000, 000; Chili, $26,250,000; Peru, $120, 000, 000; 
Brazil, $50, 000,000; Russia, $375, 000,000; Hun- 
gary, $110,000, 000,—a total of nearly $850, 000, - 
000. Adaing to these advances the sums lent to 
the foreign States which formed the subject of 
the inquiry of the House of Commons Commit- 
tec, a total is reached of nearly $1, 000/000, - 
000. It u to be understood, of course, that 
this sum represents the nominal par val- 
ve of bonds, many of which were sold 
at a great discount, and that the net loans were 
mostly made, not in money, but in gooas on which 
there was a handsome profit to English merchants ‘ 
and manufacturers. But with all these deductions 
the loss incurred by Great Britain in the exploita- 
tion of other countries has been enormous. Mr. 
Giffen touches avaluabic truth when he remarks 
that such railroads und permanent works as were 
constructed with this capital still remain, and will 
assist in the revival of industry. 

THE ACCUMULATION OF GOLD. 

The Wor/d asks the Bureau of Statistics to state 
gold and silver separately in its report of the 
specie movement, so that it will be possible to tell 
how much of the gold product is being retained in 
the country. The statistics of the specie move- 
ment at New York. where most of the business is 
done., give some information on this point. The 
’ Handels~Zeitung of New York gives this resume of 
the gold movement at thet port for three years, for 
the period between Jan. 1 and Oct. 20:

The Bureau of Statistics separated the gold and 
silver items in the report for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1877, and so revealed the fact that. as 
the imports and exports of gold for the twelve 
months had been about equal, each being a trifle 
over $26, 000, 000, the entire domestic product had 
deen retained in the country. 

TRADE DOLLARS. 

The Bulletin and Chronicle of San Francisco 
agree in pronouncing Director Linderman's expla- 
nation of his order discontinuing the coinage of 
trade dollars to be unsatisfactory. They declare 
the amount floated into circulation to be overstat- 
ed. and the export demand to be understated. The 
Chronicle has it from Wells, Fargo & Co. that only 
a few boxes of trade dollars have gone East from 
California, 60 that whatever amount of them has 
got into circulation must have been supplied from 
the Philadelphia mint. This turned out $1, 378, - 
000 in July, August, and September. The Chron- 
icle says that the Director's order is a trick to en- 
able his banking friends to unload their stock of 
coin without competition. 

UNITED STATES BULLION PRODUCT. 

The actual yield of the mines of the Pacific 
States and Territories is very difficult to ascertain. 
The reports of the Mining Commissioner are said 
by the Bulletin of San Fraxcisco to be largely made 
up of newspaper scraps, often from unreliable 
sources, and never condensed and arranged ina 
shape to make them of any practical value. The 
Bulletin has addressed notes of inquiry to fifty 
producing claims, and received answers from thir- 
ty-six of them. These show 4 total product of 
silver, gold, and lead of $36,023,700. The Bulle- 
tin says it believes the yield for 1876 is less than 
usuallv stated, and that it finds this belief 
strengthened by an examination of the figures of 
which we have given the totals.

There was a decline inthe price of 
cash stuff, —chiefly pork, wheat, and corn, —while 
grain futures were generally steady, and provis- 
ions easier. Freights were dull, but firmer. The 
advices from other points were not specially en- 
couraging to holders; but the prospect of more 
rain was adverse to a decline in breadstuffs. 

A good many small orders for miscellaneous ar- 
ticles for the reassortment of stocks were received, 
which in the aggregate made a very fair showing, 


but no real activity was apparent in any depart- 


ment of the dry-goods market. Firmness was 
again apparent on all hands. The demand for gro- 
ceries was fair, and only fair. Business is some- 
what better than during last week, but is not alto- 
gether satisfactory. There was a pretty steady set 
of prices, no article in the list showing any quota- 
ble change. Dried fruits were quoted active and 
firm. Prunes, currants, raisins, apples, peaches, 
and blackberries all seem in a fair way to advance. 
Nothing new was noted in he fish market, There 
was a moderate local and country demand, anda 
steady range of prices. Butter was quiet as pre- 
viously quoted, good to fancy grades being firm, 
and the lower grades weak and unsettled. Cheese 
remained dull at 12% @18c for good to finest fac- 
tory grades. Inthe oil market nothing new was 
reported. Aside from carbon the movement was 
sluggieh. Leather, tobacco, paints, coal, and 
wood were witbout change. 

The cargo lumber market was quiet. The offer- 
ings were small, but nearly all fresh arrivals, the 
monster fleet having been closed out. The yard 
dealers were generally absent, their docks still be- 
ing full of lumber, and the call from the country 
was small, The yard market was fairly active at 
recent quotations. Some grades were easy, owing 
to the decline at the docks, but dealers are billing 
most of their stuff at the old prices. Hardware was 
in fair request and steady. Hides were more sala- 
ble and steady. Tanners evince some desire to buy 
again, and this fact prompts dealers, who are all 
carrying small stocks, to enter the market. Broom- 
corn was firm under a fair demand, with rather 
amrli offerings, the receipts of new corn continu- 
ing tight. Wool, hops, and salt were unchanged. 
Hay was in good demand to ship to the lumber 
country, and firm under small offerings, Seeds 
were iu better request and generally steady. Green 
fruits were quiet, except apples, which were in 
active demand and firm. Poultry was quiet. 

Lake freights were dull but firmer, the active 
work of the previous day having made vessels 
scarce. Rates were quoted at 3\¢c for corn and 4c 
for wheat to Buffalo. Room was taken for 53,000 
bu wheat, 92,000 bu corn, and 60, 000 bu oats. 

Through rates to New York by lake and rail 
were quoted at 18e on wheat and 17c on corn. 

Rail freights were steady at the recent advance. 
Rates on grain and other fourth-class are now 
40c to New York, 37c to Baltimore, 38c to Phil- 
adelphia.

A. Partridge sent a floral piece representing a 
wheat-tield with stubble and a garnered sheaf 
in the centre, flowers around the edge forming 
the words **‘ Gathered in;“ from E. A. Sothern, 
a cross imbedded in an ivy base, with a harp and 
anchor on either side; from Mrs. W. J. Florence, 
a harp of violets and jamine; from Mrs. 
John Drew, a pillow of sweet-smelling buds, 
with the word Rest’’; from Lawrence Barrett, 
a broken column; from J. E. McDonough, au 
anchor and cross; from John McCullough, a 
large pillar surmounted bya wreath and dove.

Mr. John Welsh is a native of Philadelphia, 
where he was born in 1805. He is one of three 
sons of the late John Welsh, who moved to 
Philadelphia from Neweastie, Del., in 1786, 
and engagee in mercantile pursuits with 
success. The father gradually relinquished 
his business to his sons, whoin 1834 formed a 
new firm, under the title of Samuel & William 
Welsh, at 50 South Wharves. They are inter- 
ested in the West India trade. Mr. John Welsh 
had for many years been a member of the firm 
of Welsh & Wilcox, who did a heavy 
business in dry goods on the north side of Mar- 
ket street between Third and Fourth streets. 
He did not become a member of the firm of 8. 
& W. Welsh until the death of his father, in 
1874. Mr. Welsh has been for many years prom- 
inent before the public outside of his business 
relations. For several years he was a member 
of the City Councils, and for many years past 
has been President of the Sinking 
Fund Commission,—a position which he 
has retained under all political 1 — 
ties. He has been also a member of the Com- 
mission of Fairmount Park since June, 1862.

ACADEMY OF DESIGN. 
PRESIDENT VOLK’S ADDRESS. 

The tenth annual meeting of the Academy of 
Design was held yesterday afternoon in the 
rooms, No. 70 Monroe street, President Volk 
in the chair. There were present Messrs. 
Spread, Peterson, Sloan, Schwerdt, Meli, Pick- 
ering, Collis, Peck, Freer, and Brown. 

Mr. Spread submitted his report on Schools, 
which was accepted. 

President Volk then delivered his annual ad- 
dress, which concludes as follows: 


Right here I wish to say a word about the 
French Fund,” and I presume you are all now 
convinced that not a dollar of it will ever penefit 
the Academy. Couid we have been so convinced 
when that fund was first heard of I am sure this 
Academy would be better off financially. It was a 
false light held out for years as a means to build 
up the Academy. It was a delusive light, and led 
us among breakers. Considerabie money was ex- 
pended in the endeavor to obtain it, and some ex- 
travagances committed im the sanguine belief that 
it would eventualiy come. It did come, but not to 
the Academy. It went just where it was intended to 
go, and ogee! tne only proper place for it to go \ 
under t peculiar circumstances. Certain san- 
guine gentlemen made some of us believe that an- 
other memorial this time addressed to the recipi- 
ente of the fund in this city—wou!d indace them 
to divide with the Academy. The ‘‘memoral” 
was circalated last summer. and a large array of 
influential names obtained, advising that a ion 
should be turned over to the — f he pe- 
tition was never presented, because of legal tech- 
nicalities debarring the recipients of the fund from 
diverting it from the source originally intended. 

One or two propositions will be presented to you 
this evening for amending the Constitation of the 
Academy. Itrust you will consider every point 
well before voting. For one, I should regret to see 
all the powers and privileges of the artiste trans- 
ferredto menin other professions and pursuits. 
I claim that the artist should always have a 
strong voice and control in matters relating purely 
to hie own profession. as lawyers, physicians, 
literary, and business men have in theirs. I believe 
most of you would like to amend the constitution 
so as to enable gentlemen in other callings to be- 
come more closely identified with the Academy, 


with equal powers and privileges, with a 
Board of Trustees to manage the financial 
part of the institution. 1 think it would 


not be judicious to have a large and unwieldly 
number. Nor dol think it would be well for the 
interests of art and the artists to allow every and 
any person equal privileges with the Academicians 
—Honorary Academicians and Associates—by the 
mere payment of $100. Betterand more honora- 
ble, in my humble judgment, to preserve the con- 
stitution as it is, and continue under the same dit - 
ficulties as heretofore, than ‘‘ sell our birthright 
for a mess of pottage. 

The stringent times will soon pass away, and 
many citizens who are friends of the Academy will 
come to its aid, when they see the artists deter- 
mined not to give up and abandon the labors of so 
many years. The city is growing poe | in popu- 
lation and wealth. Distinguished and abler artists 
mav come here and take hold in the management. 
of the Academy, and I hope they will find our 
charter, which is a liberal one, intact for their 
benefit and pee ge and for the benefit and pro- 
tection of. all artists who may come after we have 
departed forever. 

After eulogistic remarks by several members, 
the meeting took up the proposed constitution, 

at the meeting of Sept. 6, and finally 
decided to table it. 

After discussion, the amendment previously 
offered by Mr. Spread was adopted. 

Ten persons were selected to act as trustees 
of the Academy, and the meeting adjourned for 
a week. 


JOHN HABBERTON. 
AN EFFORT TO BE FUNNY. 

Mr. John Habberton, the author of Helen’s 
Babies, lectured last evening in Farwell Hall, 
his theme being The Small Boy.“ It was, as 
a literary-effort, a very creditable endeavor to 
humorize. It was eclectic humor. It was acare- 
ful and judicious combination of the approved 
methods employed by the American humorists 
in the manufacture of this salable article. The 
small boy was set up as a mark at which was 
fired a series of comic sentences in which the 
hearer heard the ring of Mark Twain, of 
the Danbury man, of the Detroit man, 
of the Burlington man, of—in short—of tne 
comic man of the period. There were here and 
there a few bright, eable suggestions, as 
when the lecturer. wandering into a sentimental 
mood, described the passage of the small disa- 

reeable into the age of puberty. Even here, 

owever, he spoiled his picture by touches that 
strongiv smacked of the sensational. The 


passion of love, which is supposed to transform 
tue manners of the rising youth from the awk- 


wardness of the unknowing innocent 
into the polite attentiveness of the 
adult, was sketched off in a 


way which was utterly at variance with Nature's 
laws and habits. “It is like the transformation- 
scene in a pantomime,” said Mr. Habberton. 
This is not so. Ay medical student could cor- 
rect him in this. But it was meant as humor, 
of course, and the misfortune was that the 
audience failed to accept it as such. The 
audience sat in solemn silence while Mr. Hab- 
berton read his article, and not even the 
knowledge that this was the author of Helen’s 
Babies” that was talking to them could pro- 
duce a smile or a thump of applause. 

Mr. Habberton is a very poor reader. Strictly 
speaking. he is not a reader at all. He mumbies 
his matter over the degk in a way which is 
almost painful to behold. His article—sketch, 
essay, or whatever it might de called—would pass 
muster in almost any daily newspaper, and 
would probably attract attention. It would be 
n very sensible contribution to The Home de- 
‘partment. Yet, with all possible respect to the 


that the interest in a celebrated person 
sometimes ceases when he undertakes 
to hire a hall. The word  “under-

SOUTHERN BONDS. 

M’KINNON IN 1875. ‘ 

in Tun Tum of Oct. 29 was printed a 
special dispatch from New York announcing the 
forthation of a new syndicate for the purpose of 
buying up the defaulted bonds of the Southern 
States,—and perhaps some of the Western as 
well,—and then suing for their value. The pro- 
jectors of the scheme were announced to be 
ex-Secrétary McCulloch, Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
L. Von Hoffman & Co., the First National Bank 
of New York City, Winslow, Lanier & Co., and 
John J. McKinnon,—all of whom are credited 
with owning large amounts of the defaulted 
bonds. It was claimed that $500,000,000 will be 
invested in the bonds, and that it can be gotten 
together in England, where Judah P. Benjamin 
is to have charge. The scheme has gotten so 
far as to form the Funding Association of the 
United States, which proposes to fund 8 and 10 
per cents on which default has been made 


into guaranteed 4 and 5 per cents. 
It forms a part of the scheme to 
procure | ation compelling payment of in- 
terest in Florida, Alabama, Arkansas, Loui- 
siana, North and South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Téxas, and Virginia. | 

The name of J. J. McKinnon among the list 
of those interested in the scheme brings it home 
to Chicago ina manner. It will be remembered 
that McKinnon was for some time a lawyer 
here, and that he had something such a scheme 
as that mentioned above on his mind at that 
time. He is at present aided by another lawyer 
named William Tewskbury, who was once con- 
nected in some way with the Alton Road. The 
connection of McKinnon with the scheme also 
calls up some reminiscences of his career in 
Richmond in the fall of 1874, which may explain 
something of the character of the scheme as 
made manifest in said McKinnon. The his- 
tory of 

M’KINNON’S EXPLOITS IN RICHMOND 

is briefly this: In the fall of 1874 he appeared in 
Richm ond and introduced himself to Gov. Kem- 
per and other State officials as the agent and 
attorney of the “American. Bond-Funding and 
Banking Association (limited), London, En- 

and.“ He then proposed to recapitalize the 

ebt of the State by the process of buying up 
for his association the bonds outstanding, the 
State ing to issue new: bonds at 4 per cent. 
This idea so struck the Governor that he 
recommended it in his message, and thus in- 
dorsed McKinnon. The Legislature, however, 
would have nothing to do with him. In the 
meantime the position of McKinnon gave him 
almost unlimited credit, he appearing to be 
the representative of millions of English 
capital. He his wife boarded at 
the Exchange Hotel, and, in February of 1875, 
he gave to the cashier of the institution a draft 
on A Maximilian Low, of London, for £100. A 
little time afterward he gave the proprietor of 
the hotel another draft for £100, and received in 
person, or by his wife, the equivalent in cur- 
rency of the £200. 6 

The rest of the story is simple enough. Mo- 
Kinnon went away for eleven days, and didn’t 
come back. The drafts on London came back, 
however, with promptitude, as baving been pro- 
tested. After it had become pretty clear that 
McKinnon was not going to show up, the Gov- 
ernor of Virginia issued a requisition on the 
Governor of Illinois for him, and be was arrest- 
ed near Sycamore, in this State, and taken back 
to Richmond and locked up. 

This adventure of McKinnon seems to have 
put an end to the Bond-Funding, etc., Associa- 
tion, and it has not come prominently before 
the public since until the facts set forth in the 
dispatch of the 29th were made known. It 
does not foliow that the new scheme will meet 
the fate of the old one, or that McKinnon will 
be again cast into prison in Richmond.

EDUCATIONAL. 
MEETING OF THE CITY BOARD. 
A meeting of the Board of Education was 
held last evening, Mr. Sullivan inethe chair. 
There were present besides, Messrs. Dennis, 
English, Hotz, Arnold, Hoyne, Jacobs, Prus- 
sing, Stone, Wells, and Vocke. 
The consideration of the rules was the special 
order, and, on motion, the matter was tempora- 


rily postponed. 
A communication from, ex-Supt. Pickard 
acknowledged the receipt of the testimo- 


nial presented to him bythe Board, and ex- 
pressed thanks for the same. 

The President said that he had learned that 
the proposed change of front of the new Post- 
Office would materiaily reduce the value of 
school property in that locality, and he had 
taken the liberty of telegraphing a protest to 
the Hon. Mr. Aldrich, at Washington. That 
gentleman having taken a neutral stand in the 
matter, he feared the telegram had miscarried. 
He thought the Board should take some action 
in the premises. 

Inspector Stone made a motion indorsing the 
action of the President, and it was adopted. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Arnold, and 
adopted by the Board, requesting the Secretary 
of the Treasury not to make or authorize the 
change of front of the Post-Office building. 

The President was directed to telegraph the 
resolution to Secretary Sherman. 

The Committee on Teachers recommended 
that C. L. Williams be employed to assist in 
teaching the deaf mutes at the Jones School. 
The recommendation was concurred in, and the 
salary fixed at $650 per year. 

On the motion of Mr. Stone, 3,000 copies of 
the annual report were ordered printed. 

The Board resolved itself into Committee of 
the Whole tor the consideration of the report on 
rules and regulations. Mr. English was called 
to the chair. 

The only change of importance was in the 
rule prescribing the duties of the Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Schools. That officer, here- 
after, is to make his recommendations to the 
Board through the Surerintendent, and not 
„directly,“ or, “as he may orefer,” as pro- 
vided “by, the old rule. The amendment will 
prevent J repetition of an imbroglio like that 
which recently occurred between Messrs. Pick- 
ard and Doty. 

The Committee arose, reported progress, and 
asked leave to sit again. 

The Board resolved itself into regular ses- 
sion, and, atter granting the Committee of the 
Whole further time, adjourned.

The Joint Committce on Streets and Alleys 
met yesterday afternoon to consider the sub- 
ject of pavements, and decided to recommend 
to the Council the oi an ordinance stip- 
ulating that after Jan. 1, 1878, all wooden foun- 
dations of all wooden pavements to be laid in 
the streets shall be three-inch hemlock planks, 
twelve feet long, laid parallel with the street, 
with inch-planks laid transversly beneath, six 
feet apart, for bearings.

It was also 
decided that hereafter all paving shall be con- 
tinuous work (that is, no man on the street to 
be paved shall be allowed to leave his portion 
of the street unpaved), and the contractor will 
be obliged to give bonds for the fulfillment of 
such conditions.

WEST-BOUND BUSI- 
N 


DIVIDING THE 


ESS. 

The corridors and lobbies of the Grand 
Pacific Hotel presented yesterday the same 
crowded and animated appearance that they did 
the day before. If anything, the number of rail- 
road officials present was still larger and the ex- 
eitement more intense. Wherever one cast 
one’s eves, there were small knots of railway 
men discussing the situation. Those connected 
with the large trunk lines argued in favor ofa 
new plan for dividing the West-bound business, 
while those connected with the smaller roads 
tried earnestly to prove that the plan was too 
complicated to be carried out. At about 10 
o’clock a. m. the General Freight Agents of the 
large trnnk lines and their principal connec- 
tions assembled at Parlor 19, the headquarters 
of Gen. Albert Fink, the New York Pool Com- 
missioner, to take up the work where it was 
left the day previous. The representatives of 
the smaller roads were not even asked to partici- 
pate, as their consent to the arrangement 
was not deemed of any great importance. Their 
presence was not required, because it was not 
the intention to give them any show whatever. 
What if they did kick against the decrees of the 
larger roads? They have no alternative but to 
submit, as the New York trunk lines have it in 
their power to give the business to whom they 
choose, and besides, their presence at the meet- 
ing would only have complicated the proceed- 
ings and endangered the success of the scheme. 

nly the Commissioner and the General 
Freight Agents of the New York pool lines, and 
the General Managers and the Geveral Freight 
Agents of the Michigan Central, the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern, the three Canada lines,

mysterious signs to those present. He claimed 
that he had solved the problem to a nicety,. and 
that the figures showed exactly how much busi- 
ness each one of the Western roads was en- 
titled to. Of course his lhiieroglyphics only 
srovides for the larger roads; the smaller 
ines, in his opinion, were not entitled to any of 
the through business. These little parasites 
would better, he claimed, let the through busi- 
ness alone, and apply themselves to the local 
traffic... After pondering over Mr. Fink’s 
heures for some time some of the magnates 
thought they could see light, and the more 
they pondered over them the more they liked 


them. The question of dividing the 
business among the roads leading 
from the East to St. Louis and other 


Southwestern points was decided without much 
difficuity. It was agreed to give emer lead- 
ing direct to St. Louis from the East 88 per 
cent, and the Chicago & Alton, which leads 
there via Chicago, 12 per cent. The claims of 
the Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis and the 
Illinois Central, which also lead there from Chi- 
cago, to ashare in the business were not con- 
sidered. It was declared that thev were not 
direct routes, and were therefore not entitled 
toanything. The matter of dividing the busi- 
ness among the roads leading West and North- 
west trom Chicago was also settled on the basis 
of Mr. Fink’s calculations, though he appeared 
to be the only person present who knew what 
the figures meant, and how the division was to 
be made. tie claimed that it was all right and 
had it all at his finger ends, and this was enough 
for the other railroad men present. 

The easy manner in which this matter was 
carried through was probably due to the fact 
that very few of the railroad officials interested 
in this business were present. The first snag 
was struck when the question of dividing the 
business going to Missouri River points via the 
roads belonging to the Southwestern Rate Asso- 
ciation was reached. Heretofore the division 
was 60 per cent for the Chicago roads and 40 per 
cent to the St. Louis lines. The latter roads, 
however, were not satisfied with this division, 
and demanded that it be made equal, 50 per 
cent to the Chi roads and 50 per cent to the 
St. Louis ones. e managers of the Chicago 
lines would not listen for a moment to any such 
arrangement. Mr. Ledyard, General Manager 
of the Michigan Central, declared he would not 
take a cent less than 60 per cent. Mr. Newell, 
General Manager of the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern, took the same attitude as Mr. 
Ledvard. An effort was made tw com- 
promise the matter by allowing the Chicago 
roads a difference of 5° cents, but without 
avail.
